AMMAN — The Lower House of 
Parliament has approved a new- 
electoral law which increases the 
nuxnber of legislators from 60 to 
142, divided evenly between the 
West and East Banks. Contrary to 
earlier expectations, the law was 
passed following a brief, but nev- 
ertheless fervent, debate, with 
only two deputies. Leith ShbeQat 
(Amman) and Riyadh Al Naw- 
aiseh (Karak). voting against it. 

The new law, which had been 
the subject of lengthy discussions 
by die House Legal Committee 
since the beginning of the year, 
allocates one seat each to the 1 1 
Palestinian refugee camps in the 
East Bank. Those 11 seats are 
considered part of the 7 1 seats all- 
ocated for the West Bank. 

The law also lowers the voting 
age to 19 from 20 and reserves 17 
seats for Christians and three to 


Circaussian and CTuchen com- 
munities in the country. But it 
kept the same nomination age as 
in the old law for parliamentary 
candidates. 

Both Mr. Shbeilat and Dr. 
Nawaseh, who were the most out- 
spoken during the debate, str- 
ongly protested against the basis 
on which constituencies are div- 
ided. They contended that the dis- 
tribution of constituencies “was 
based on sectarian, racial, tribal 
and regional considerations ins- 
tead of pure demographic fac- 
tors.” , 

In a written list of reservations 
against the law Mr. Shbeilat called 
for the exclusion of the West Bank 
from representation in Parliament 
"since the West Bank is still under 
Israeli occupation ” 

Jordanian officials have always 
defended the inclusion of West 
Bank deputies in Parliament on 
the basis that their exclusion 
would create a political vacuum in 


the occupied territory and this 
vacuum could he used by the Isr- 
aeli authorities to impose a de 
facto annexation. 

Since elections could not be 
conducted in the West Bank bec- 
ause of the Israeli occupation, the 
60 deputies from West Bank will 
be selected by the House 'while 
deputies representing East Bank 
and Palestinian refugee camps will 
be directly elected." 

The deputy of Sal L Zouhair 
'Zbouqan Al Hussein, proposed 
that Palestinians in the East Bank, 
except for the refugee camps, sho- 
uld not vote for East Bank dep- 
uties. Mr. Hussein's proposal 
drew strong criticism from West 
Bank deputies, who asked for its 
removal from the minutes of the 
session. The House rejected Mr. 
Hussein’s proposal and voted for 
its removal from the minutes of 
the meeting. 

The House, however, approved

BEIRUT (Agencies) — A pro- 
Israeli militiaman was killed and 
another wounded as Friday by a 
roadside bomb explosion in Isr- 
ael's self-styled “security zone” in 
southern Lebanon, Israeli sources 
said b Tel Aviv. 

The Mast occurred near the vfl- 
lage of Taibeh. Several other 
bombs were discovered and def- 
used, the sources told Reuter. The 
miH tkmgn were believed to be 
members of the Israeli-backed 
South Lebanon Army (SLA). 

Israeli air raids 

The blast occurred one day after 
Israeli aircraft bombed the Pal- 
estinian refugee camps of ‘Ain Al 
Hihveh and Mieh Mich near the 
southern port city of Sidon. killing 
eight people and wounding 30. 

Israel earned out the raid, foe 
second on Palestinian camps this 
year, two hours after a Katyusha 
rocket fired from South Lebanon 
hit the northern Israeli settlement 
of Khyat Sbmonah injuring four 
people. - 

An Israeli government official 
said on Friday that the rocket 
which injured four Israelis was 
fired from Lebanese territory 
under, the control of United Nat- 
ions troops. 

Uri Lubrani, the governments . 
coordinator of activities in Leb- 
anon, said foe Katyusha which hit 
Kxryat Sbmonah was fired from 
the zone patrolled by Irish troops 


of the U.N. Interim Force In Leb- 
anon fUNlFlL). Lubrani spoke 
on Israel Radio. 

The morning Israeli raid was 
carried out by six jets against ‘Ain 
AJ-Hilweh, the biggest Palestinian 
camp in Lebanon on the outskirts 
of Sidon. 

- Witnesses tokl Reuter the pto- 
ses, attacked to two waves about 
eight minutes apart. Doctors said 
most of the casualties came in foe 
second assault as rescuers dashed 
u help. 

“The Israelis knew people 
would gather,” said a doctor. 
“Their main idea is to hurt as 
many as possible.” 

One bomb dug a huge crater 
10 metres deep and 25 metres 
wide outside an apartment Mode 
owned by a Lebanese bus- 
inessman.

The . rec " 
ommendation was not mentioned 
as part of the law and therefore is 
not legally binding. 

The main pome of controversy 
raised by Mr. Shbeilat and Dr. 
Nawaisen was Section (E) from 
Article 1 8 of the law. The section 
stipulated that members of illegal 
political organisations are not all- 
owed to run for parliamentary ele- 
ctions. 

Mr. Shbeilat. who was elected 
lo the House in the March, 1984 
by-elections, said this condition 
contradicted the Jordanian Con- 
stitution which “did not deprive 
those convicted of political crimes 
from running for elections.” 

In his comment on this point. 
Deputy Nawaiseh. who also was 
elected in 1984, pointed out that 
the constitution "allowed Jor- 
danians to form political parties.” 


At this point the deputy of 
Irbid. Mohammad Al Haj Abd- 
ullah, suggested that the term "ill- 
egal parties” should be defined in 
foe law as "those organisations 
whose goals contradict foe Jor- 
danian Constitution.” 

Prime Minister Zaid Rifat exp- 
ressed full support for Mr. Haj 
Abdullah's proposal but sug- 
gested that “Blegal political par- 
tes” should be defined as "those 
whose goals and principles con- 
'tradict the Jordanian con- 
stitution.” 

The House approved the ame- 
ndment and Mr . Shbeilai later told 
the Jordan Times that although he 
still opposed foe law he con- 
sidered the amendment "an ach- 
ievement” 

Political parties have been ill- 
egal in Jordan since 1957. 

Another controversial point 
raised by Dr. Nawaiseh was the 
non -refund able JD 500 nom- 
ination fee which all candidates 


should pay prior to their can- 
didacy. According to Dr. Naw- 
aiseh. foe "high nomination fee” 
would restrict the “opportunity 
for nominations to certain classes 
which can afford it.” 

The deputy of Jerusalem. Fuad 
Faraj. agreed with Dr. Nawaiseh’s 
argument and suggested that the 
fee be reduced to J D 1 00. But Mr. 
Rifai protested saying that the 
government needed the nom- 
ination fees to cover the expenses 
of the election process. The pre- 
sent nomination deposit is JD 75. 
This amount has not been changed 
since 1960. 

The draft law was then put to 
vote and was approved by a show 
of hands, with only Mr. Shbeilat 
and Dr. Nawaiseh opposing to it. 

Mr. Rifaj thanked the House for 
passing foe law, describing it as 
"an important turning point in our 
constitutional life." 

In general, the debate of the law 
was rather chaotic and very brief 


and it was observed that most 
deputies were eager to pass the 
law without debate. Some mem- 
bers kept on interrupting Mr. 
Shbeilat and Dr. Nawaiseh urging 
them not .to prolong foe dis- 
cuss ion. 

Seven members who did not 
attend the House session were 
Edward Khamis (Bethelehem). 
Rizq Al Bataineh (Irbid). Musa 
Abu Ghash (Ramallah). Abdul 
Kadcr Al Saleh (Nablus). AJi 
Rimhi ( Ramallah 1. Saud Al Qadi 
(northern Bedouins) and Farouk 
Hamdallah (Tulkarem). 

The sixtieth member was Naira 
Al Tal (Irbid) who died last Jan- 
uary. 

Mr. Rifai said the government 
wfii announce a by -election to fill 
the vacant seat in Irbid as soon as 
Parliament was officially notified 
the government of the vacancy.

Iraq reports retaking 14 peaks 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
said on Friday its forces had rec- 
aptured 14 strategic mountain 
peaks on foe northern Gulf war 
front which had been held by Iran 
for about three years. Iraq and 
Iran also reported fighting on 
land, at sea and in foe air. 

An Iraqi high command com- 
munique said the peaks were lib- 
erated in a battle that lasted just 
over 13 hours and ended Friday 
morning. 

The communique did not pin- 
point the exact locations of foe 
peaks and of foe Mamand-Awat 
Valley, the Kani-Gozla Valley 
and the China ra Sheikh Latif area 
whidi it said were also retaken. 

"All the enemy forces were 
wiped out and foe situation is now 
stable to foe interest of our for- 
ces... the enemy suffered very big 
losses in men, arms and equ- 
ipment,” it said. 

Iraqi warplanes and helicopters, 
and Kurds to the paramilitary 


Popular Army, played a decisive 
role in foe battle, the communique 
added. 

"The sweeping attack by day- 
break left corpses of Iranian agg- 
ressors, their weapons and equ- 
ipment being consumed by flames 
about foe battlefield,” it said. 
"Large numbers of Iranian pri- 
soners of war were meanwhile 
being taken to (Iraqi) rear lines.” 

Iran claimed on Friday to have 
destroyed two Iraqi warships. 

Tehran Radio, which described 
the sunken ships as frigates, said 
an Iraqi helicopter flying to help 
the crew of one of them was shot 
down to the Khawr Abd Allah 
Channel between Kuwait and foe 
Iranian-held southern tip of foe 
Iraq’s Fan Peninsula. 

Iraq is still trying to recapture its 
disused oD port of Fao, at foe head 
of the Gulf, occupied by Iran sho- 
rtly after the start of a new off- 
ensive cm Feb. 9. 

Iran on Friday denied an Iraqi 


claim that a whole convoy of 16 
Iranian vessels was sunk Thursday 
in the northern reaches of foe 
Gulf. Adding that three Iraqi war- 
planes attacking the convoy had 
been shot down. 

Iraq announced on Thursday 
that its planes bad attacked the 
convoy consisting of "seveo large 
vessels escorted by nine large 
boats. Reducing them all to debris 
tossed by foe waves.” 

In another development. Iran 
chi Thursday condemned an Arab 
League decision to invoke a def- 
ence pact in support of Iraq, say- 
ing this was a pretext for inc- 
reasing American presence in the 
region.

Geagea accuses Syrians of 
shelling rightist domains 


West Germany enters 
SDI accord with U.S. 


BEIRUT (R) - Militia chief 
Samir Geagea on Friday accused 
Syria of crying to shell Lebanon’s 
Oiristians into “ submission " after 
seven people were killed in savage 
artillery and rocket exchanges to 
and around Beirut. 

“Syria is bombarding Christian 
regions to make die Christians 
accept the legitimacy of the Syrian 
occupation of Lebanon,” Dr. 
Geagea. militant leader of the 
mostly Christian rightist "Leb- 
anese Forces” militia, told the 
Visnews TV news agency. 

Seven people were killed and 
about 65 villagers shelled near 
Beirut on Thursday when leftist 
militias fought for seven hours 
against Lebanese army units def- 
ending President Amto GemayeFs 
mountain stronghold of Bikfaya. 

The array later accused “regular 
forces” of attacking its troops. The 
statement appeared to refer to. 
Syrian troops who massed near 
Bikfaya in January after Mr. 
Gemayel refused to endorse a 
Syrian-backed peace plan . 

"What Syria is trying to do is 


inpose this so called peace plan 
once again by force and military 
pressure... we will not accept it 
whatever the price,” said Dr. 
Geagea. a fervent opponent of the 
plan’s reforms to give Muslims 
more political power. 

Mr. Gemayel left Beirut on Fri- 
day on a previously unannounced 
private visit to Austria, pre- 
sidential palace sources said. 

They declined to give de tails of 
foe visit, but said foe 44-year-old 
president expected to meet Aus- 
trian crffictols. 

Residents erf rightist-dominated 
areas, where foe seven shel ling 
victims died on Thursday emerged 
from underground shelters on 
Friday to sweep up rubble, ele- 
ctricity was rationed after shells 
hit a power station. 

The 33-year-old Dr. Geagea 
rose to power in January when he 
ousted Elk Hobeika, who signed 
foe Syrian-inspired plan with lef- 
tist militia leaders. 

Syria, with some 25,000 troops 
in Lebanon, has repeatedly said 
foe plan is the only hope for peace. 


WASHINGTON (R) - West 
Germany has become the second 
US. ally to formally agree to par- 
ticipate to President Ronald Rea- 
gan’s "Star Wars” space defence 
programme. 

After months of talks between 
Bonn and Washington. U5>. Def- 
ence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger and West German Eco- 
nomics Minister Martin Ban- 
gemann on Thursday signed an 
accord defining Bonn's role to foe 
controversial project to develop 
lasers and other anti-missile wea- 
pons. 

Last December Britain pledged 
its involvement to foe raulti- 
bfifion dollar strategic defence ini- 
tiative (SDI), informally known as 
“Star Wars.” 

The agreement signed on Thu- 
rsday was described by a Pentagon 
official as "a memorandum of 
understanding which provides for 
the participation of foe West 
German government, research 
jnstitnrinns , industries and other 
entities.” 

According to U5. defence exp- 


erts. West German experience in 
advanced engineering and 
electro-optica Is will be par- 
ticularly valuable to SDI research 
into laser systems and tracking 
devices. 

Mr. Weinberger and Mr. Ban- 
gemann also signed an agreement 
dealing with technology sha ring , 
and the protection of sensitive 
technology, which, unlik e foe SDI 
agreement, is not legally binding. 

The Bonn opposition Social 
Democratic Party (SPD) has rej- 
ected the accord between Bonn 
and Washington saying it did not 
serve West German interests. 

The SPD said in a statement 
that by participating in SDI Bonn 
would make itself partly res- 
ponsible for a new escalation of 
the aims race between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Italso criticised the fact that the 
contents of foe agreement were 
not made public. 

The SPD, supported by the rad- 
ical Greens Party, said it would 
ask for a fresh debate about foe 
issue in parliament.

Fleet pullout is ‘ a setback for U.S.’ 


RAJB AT ( R) — The withdrawal of 
the U.S. Sixth Fleet from the Gulf 
of Sirte off Libya is a setback for 
Washington, some Moroccan dai- 
lies said Friday. 

The conservative daily L'Opi- 
nfon published by the old-guard 
Istiqlal Party said, “there is no 
doubt that America has lost this 
trial of strength with Libya.” 

The Communist opposition 
daily AI Bayane. published by the 
■arty of Progress and Socialism, 
said: "In a word Reagan has been 
forced to retreat.” 

It said the “premature’ - U.S. 
withdrawal was “(incontestably a 
retreat motivated by a series of 
factors that have turned the Sixth 
Fleer' s aggressh/e adventure into a 
new political defeat for American 
imperialism.” 

On Thursday the foreign min - 
isiers of Italy and Morocco dis- 
cussed Mediterranean and Middle 
East problems, highlighted'by the 
clashes between the United States 


and Libya, according to an Italian 
government statement. 

Moroccan Foreign Minister 
Abdul Latif Fflali briefed Italy’s 
Giulio Andreotti on an Arab Lea- 
gue meeting which discussed the 
U S . -Libyan clashes off North 
Africa. 

In Damascus thousands of peo- 
ple led by senior government and 
ruling Baath Party officials sho- 
uted “death to American imp- 
erialism” in a demonstration here 
Thursday against U.S. presence in 
the Gulf of Sirte. witnesses said. 

In Tripoli. Libya, flag-waving 
Libyans staging an anti-American 
protest in Tripoli were moved on’ 
by police. 

About 100 young men wearing 
olive green fatigues gathered out- 
side a hotel where Western jou- 
rnalists are based and inarched to 
the Belgian embassy, which rep- 
resents U5. interests here. 

Sudan . a key U 5. ally in Africa, 
condemned what it called criminal 


US. aggression against Libya and 
pledged support for Tripoli. 

A statement by the Sudanese 
council of mmisters carried by the 
official Sudan News Agency said 
Sudan was following with “great 
concern the American pro- 
vocations against Libya" ana the 
subsequent military clashes in the 
disputed Gulf of Sirte. 

In New Delhi, India reiterated 
grave concern over UJ5. military 
actions against Libya to US.

{ Agencies) — Thousands of Chr- 
istian pilgrims gathered in occ- 
upied Jerusalem to prepare for 
Easter ceremonies in the city 
where Oirist was crucified.

Israeli tourism officials said 20 
per cent fewer Americans than 
last year were expected for Easter, 
apparently because of fears ol 
Middle East violence. 

But thanks to European pil- 
grims, Jerusalem hotels will again 
be almost full the Tourism Min- 
istry said. 


Israeli troops were on the alert 
against any violence on “land, 
day.” which falls on Easter, this 
year and commemorates six Isr- 
aeli Arabs who died while pro- 
testing Israeli confiscation of their 
land in Galilee 10 years ago. 

A small left-wing party, the 
Progressive List for Peace . has cal- 
led a strike to demand that the 
army return a large tract of land it 
confiscated in Galilee and to show 
opposition to laws restricting con- 
struction by Arabs. 

Catholics will hold Easter Sun- 
day mass in the Old City at the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
traditionally regarded as the site 


of Christ's crucifixion and res- 
urrection, while Protestants hold a 
sunrise service outride the wallled 
city.

VIENNA (R) — Austria, Italy 
and West Germany have stepped 
op protection of their U.S. emb- 
assies and boosted security at air- 
ports and borders since Libya thr- 
eatened American targets abroad, 
gpvemment officials have said. 

“We have stepped up security 
around die UJS. embassy, Ame- 
rican offices and citizens — any- 
thing to do with America," Aus- 
trian Interior Ministry spokesman 
Alexander Hirschfeid told Reu- 
ters. tut would give no details. 

“For us it* s business at usual,” a 
spokeswoman at the Vienna emb- 
assy said. “If there are more gua- 
rds outside die building, so much 
the better." 

Rome has frequently been the 
scene of violence related to the 
Middle East conflict and police 
sources sail armed guards had 
been reinforced around possible 
targets in the Italian capital.

Ethiopian refugees reportedly starving 

MOGADISHU (R) — Many Ethiopian refugees who have fled to 
Somalia are starving and the situation is deteriorating as large 
numbers cross fee border each day, Somalia refugee chief Abdi 
Mo hamma d Tarrah said. Mr. Tarrah. head of fee Somali Com- 
misswn for Refugees, said 45,000 more refugees had arrived in 
fee north-western border town of Togwajaleh since last month 
and food was running out. “Okl refugees in camps are starving 
while in parallel a new influx is taking, place on a massive scale,” 
he told reporters. Mr. Tarrah urged the United Nations High 
,Co mmisskmer for Refugees (UNHCR) to prevent a disaster and 
said tiie prerent suffering was a disgrace to fee international donor 
community. Hundreds of th ousan ds of Ethiopians have fled to 
So malia in the past few vears, many of them after a border war in 
1977-78. 

Last Cyprus ‘rebel 9 bishop dies 

NICOSIA (R) — Cypriot Orthodox bishop Yennadios of Paphos, 
last survivor of three rebel church leaders whose support for 
Eoka-B guerrillas paved the way for the 1974 coup and Turkish 
invasion of Cyprus, died Thursday aged 93, the church here 
announced. Yennadios and two other bishops were defrocked by 
a major synod of Orthodox Churches in 1972 for rebelling against 
fee President of Cyipus Archbishop Makarios, in support of 
Eoka-B, which sought to overthrow him wife a campaign of 
bombings and killings. The rebels proclaimed Yennadios arc- 
hbishop in fee first major schism wi thin the 1 .500-year-old aut- 
onomous Cypriot Orthodox Church, but Makarios retained the 
support of Middle Eastern Orthodoxy and of most Greek Cyp- 
riots. Yennadios swore in ex-gunman Nicos Samson as president 
in fee 1974 coup engineered by fee Athens junta. Sanson's 
regime collapsed a week later when Turkey invaded and occupied 
the northern third of Cyprus. Yennadios was the only rebel church 
leader to accept a pardon after Makarios died. Only his rank of 
bishop was restored, not his see in Paphos.

No plans to cut oil prices, Rifai says

AMMAN — The government is 
not contemplating any reduction 
in prices for oil products, despite 
the sharp plunge of crude oil pri- 
ces in international markets. 
Prime Minister Zaid AJ Rifai arm-' 
ouneed Thursday 

"Although the prices of cnide’ 
ofl in international markets ate"' 
fluctuating and unstable. Jordan is 
still importing o0 at previously 
agreed rates and is paying higher 
prices than the international mar- 
ket price for crude oD.” Mr. Rifai 
told the Lower House of Par- 
liament on Thursday. 

Jordan presently obtains its oil 
from Saudi Arabia via pipelines 
r\ and at a cost of S28 per barrel. The 
international market prices of 
crude ofl have dropped to M2 per 
barrel. 

Mr. RifaFs comments were in 
reply to a question raised by Balqa 
Deputy Zouhair Thouqan Hus- 
sein. Mr. Hussein submitted a 
motion to the government pro- 
posing a reduction in local oil pri- 
ces in view of dropping int- 
ernational ofl prices. "No agr- 
eement has been reached with oD 
exporters over a new price for oil 
products " Mr. Rifai said, pointing 
out that Jordan cannot buy from 
the international ofl market and 
have the oil shipped to Aqaba. 
"We have no facilities to pump the 
oil from Aqaba to the refinery in 
*2 Zarqa.” Mr. Rifai said. 

The prime minister continued 


that the government used to sub- 
sidise oil products at an annual 
cost of J D 40 million when oil pri- 
ces were at a peak and he noted 
that Jordan did not raise the price 
of oil products at that time alt- 
hough the price of crude oil was

AMMAN — The Lower House of Parliament Thu- 
rsday approved the 1986 draft electoral law with a 
majority rtf votes- Following are h i ghlig hts of the law 
as passed by the house in their 195-minute session on 
Thursday: 


Article (1): The law is called the 
1986 electoral law for parliament. 
It- becomes official when pub- 
lished in the official gazette. 
Article (2): The following words 
and terms shall have the meanings 
as shown: 

Jordanian: Any person, male or 
female, who holds Jordanian nat- 
ionality in accordance with the 
Jordanian naturalisation law. 
Voter*. Every Jordanian who has 
the right to elect members to par- 
liament i 

Vote-caster: Evety voter who exe- 
rcises his electoral rights. 
Candidate: Every Jordanian 
whose application for par- 
liamentaxy elections has been 
approved in accordance with the 
articles of this law. 
Rarfiamentarian: Evety Jordanian 
who has been elected as a member 
of parliament. 

Adm biistrative Governor: The 
governor in a gave morale or the 
officer in the district or the dir- 
ector in a sab-district 
Constituency: Every part in the 
Kingdom assigned one or more 
seats in the parliament according 
to the articles of this law. 
Election sub-district Every part of 
a constituency where an election 
centre (s) has been assigned. - 
Voting Centre: The place named 
by the administrative governor, of 
the constituency, where voting is 
to take place. 

Reconsidering committee: The 
committee formed in every con- 
stituency under the chair manship 
of the administrative governor 


the voters lists in accordance with 
instructions by the interior min- 
ister. 

Article (8): Voters are registered 
on the basis of their civil reg- 
istration cards. 

Article (9): The voters lists must 
include the full name of the voter, 
his (her), date and place of birth, 
as well as permanent residence, 
dumber of civil registration card 
and its date and place of reg- 
istration. A special committee 
entrusted with organising the vot- 
ers lists has to prepare and sign 
three copies to be submitted to the 
administrative committee within a

Article (3): Every Jordanian who 
is 19 years old has the right to vote 
in the general election^ tfbis (her)

The following are dep* 
, rived from their right to i vote?- - 

a) — Those who have been con- 
victed for more than one year for a 
non political crime and who were 
not pardoned. . 

b) — Those convicted of ban- 
kruptcy and who were not rep- 
rieved. 

c) — Persons in custody who have 
not been pardoned. 

Article (4): Hie voter is only all- 
owed to exercise his right to vote 
at the election centre where he 
(she) is registered and he (she) 
cannot vote more than once. 
Article (5): Members of the armed 
forces, the public security forces 
and the civil defence are not all- 
owed to vote whilst they are in 
service. 

Article (6): The voters lists are 
formulated for each constituency 
for persons whose place of res- 
idence is within the boundaries of 
the constituency. 

Article (7): The voters’ Ests are 
formulated by one or more com- 
mittees appointed by the adm- 
inistrative governor of each city or 
town. The committees which for- 
mulate the voters lists comprises a 
chairman and two members who 
should be government employees. 
The committees should organise 


and keep one for himself. The 
committee is not allowed to 
amend any of the copies unless 
corrections are called for and in 
accordance with special leg- 
islations and election law reg- 
ulations. 

The two copies are to be dis- 
played for three days from the 
date on which the voters’ lists are 
submitted to the governor. One of 
the two copies should be displayed 
in public while the other should be 
in the governor’s office. The pub- 
lic display of foe voters lists should 
last for ten days. 

Voters whose names do not 
appear on the official list, either by 
mistake or fraudulently, have foe 
right to ask for the inclusion of his 
name in the list. The yoterfs) can 
object to foe exclusion of other 
voters in foe list and this objection 
should be submitted in writing, 
free of all fees, to the election rev- 
iew committee within seven days 
of publishing the voters' list. 

a) — This provision concerns pro- 
cedures in the court in case of con- 
testing the voters list. 

b) — The election review com- 

mittee formulates foe final voters 
lists for the different con- 
stituencies. . . 

c) — The voters lists w01 be valid 
until foe middie of August when 
foe ’review election committee 
reevaluate : the lists*, ».•. - - 
Article (IQ): Aspeciatelfi® tipnrev- 
iew committee should^ evaluate 
fod • voters- lists annually rin foe 
middle of August and this com- 
mittee has foe power to remove or 
add names of voters according to 
foe upduted information, pro- 
vided this information is con- 
sisten* • ith the records at the Czvfl 
Registration Department. Any 
citizen can add his name to the list 
if he qualifies to do so. 

Article (11): The specialised courts 
in different constituencies should 
supply foe election review com- 
mittee with reports on foe criminal 
records, if any, for the constituents 
in the period between July J5-30 
of evety year in order to help the 
committee reevaluate toe voters 
lists in August. The Civil Reg- 
istration Department should sup- 
ply the committees with lists of cit- 
izens who have reached the age of 
19. 

Article (12): The election review 
oo raraittee should publish the new 
voters list one week after the con- 
clusion of its reevaluation of foe 
old lists. 

Article (13): Any citizen whose 
name does not appear in the new 
list can protest to the election rev- 
iew committee within ten days 
after the new lists are published. 
Any registered voter whose name

Article (14): The election com- 
mittee should announce its dec- 
ision regarding any complaint wit- 
hin three days after receiving foe 
objection.

Article (15): The election com- 
mittee should draw up the final 
voters lists and if foe fists are not 
contested, they should be sent to 
toe Ministry of Interior. 

Article (16): The final lists of the 
election review committee will be 
considered official for any ele- 
ctions. 

Article (17): When toe King issues 
a decree calling for general ele- 
ctions, the government then dec- 
ides foe date which should be ann- 
ounced by foe prime minister and 
published in the official gazette. 
Article (18): Those wishing to 
Dominate themselves for seats in 
the Lower House of Parliament 
should:

d) — Nothave been convictedfor a 
period exceeding one year for a 
non -political crime, offence or 
immoral crime. 

e) — Not to belong to any illegal or 
other party which has aims, obj- 
ectives and principles that clash 
with the Jordanian constitution. 

f) — Should not be a party to con- 
tracts with government ins- 
titutions except for contracts of 
property and building leases. This 
also applies to shareholders of 
companies with more than 10 
members. 

g) — Should not be a relative of the 
King as specified in a special law. 
Article (19): Any person can nom- 
inate himself for a seat in foe 
Lower House of Parliament in 
only one constituency. 

Article (20): The following per- 
sons are not allowed to run for 
seats in the Lower House of Par- 
liament unless they submit their 
resignation within one month bef- 
ore the elections start. The res- 
ignation has to be approved. 
These categories are; employees 
in ministries, government dep- 
artments, official and public ins- 


ify foe reasons for refusing the 
nomination. 

Article (25): Once the nomination 
application has been approved by 
both foe administrative governor' 
and toe constituency's court'the 
administrative governor has to 
register the application for nom- 
ination in a special register and 
must organise the list of nominees 
to be displayed in public places 
within the constituency's bou- 
ndaries. 

Article (26): Any voter has the 
right to contest the nomination of 
any person running for election in 
his own constituency. He can pro- 
test to the Supreme Court within 
three days following the ann- 
ouncement of the candidates, as 
explained in article 25 of this law. 
The court must pass judgement on 
the case within five days. 

Article (27): A provincial gov- 
ernor will have to declare the 
court’s finding s as soon as they are 
handed to him and he should also 
announce any adjustments to the 
list of the candidates in acc- 
ordance with these findings. Once 
the amendments and foe adj- 
ustments have been made, the list 
of candidates will -be considered 


final. 

Article (28):): If the number of 
candidates in a certain con- 
stituency is the same as the- num- 
ber of seats assigned to foe con- 
stituency. then foe candidates 
should be proclaimed as elected, 
without contest. * 

Article (29): All statements of pro- 
tests and impeachments, pre- 
sented in accordance with this taw 
shall be exempted from any fees 
. and stamps as shall all foe court 
find ings and provincial governor's 
statements in this concern. 

Article (30): Any candidate . can 
withdraw horn the election up to 
the day preceding the elections. 
Article (31): The Hashemite Kin- 
gdom of Jordan shall be divided 
into constituencies in accordance 
with a table attached to the new 
law with the number of seats cle- 
arly shown for each constituency. 
Article (32): Voting shall be public 
and balloting held in secrecy. 
Article (33): Election for par- 
liament should be held on foe 
same day for all constituencies but 
foe -minister of interior has the 
right to appoint a day for each 
constituency or a number of them 
as best serves public interest. 
Article (34): A central election 
. committee shall be formed in each 
constituency to be chaired by foe 
provincial governor and this 
r .committee , its duty.

Members of this com- 
mittee shall take the oath before 
the minister of interior, pledging 
: to conduct their duty and task with 
honesty and without any bias. 
Article (35): The interior minister 
shall issue election cards for all 
voters, clearly showing the ide- 
ntity and photos of voters as stated 
in the family registration card, iss- 
ued by foe Civil Registration 
Department. The cards should 
also indicate foe constituencies of 
foe voters, foe balloting centre 
and foe voter's number in foe list 
of voters at their assigned voting 
centre. The cards will be valid for a 
period defined by the min is ter of 
interior. 

Article (36): The provincial gov- 
ernors shall issue a final amended 
list of voters and within 30 days 
this fist must be published in the 
local press and the official gazette 
and in any other way and it must: 

a) — Name the sub-division of foe 
constituency in question. 

b) — Assign balloting centres and 
the number of voters casting bal- 
lots at each centre, provided the 
number does not exceed 700. 

c) — Call registered voters to obt- 
ain election and identity cards

How the government’s version of the electoral was amended 


The legal committee of the Lower 
House of Parliament amended a 
number of articles in the gov- 
ernment's draft of foe 1986 ele- 
ctoral law. The following are the 
major articles which were ame- 
nded by the rommittee:- 


Article (3) — The original text sta- 
ted that those sentenced to more 
than one year imprisonment and 
who were not pardoned in a gen- 
eral amnesty are not allowed to 
vote. The amended article stated 
that this persons are allowed to 
vote if pardoned but not nec- 
essarily as part of a general amn- 
esty. 

Article (9) — The original article 
had one section w hich remained in 
foe final draft but five new sec- 
tions concerning the organisation 
of the voters fists were added to 
the article. 

Article (12) — The original article 
did not stipulate publishing the 
final voters lists in the newspapers. 
Article (13) — The original article 
allowed those who want to contest 
the exclusion of their names or 
other names from the voters lists 
to do so within three days of dis- 


foe lists in public. The 
lent extended foe period 


to 10 days. 

Article (18) — This article con- 


cerns the conditions for accep ting 
foe Dominations for parliamentary 
elections. The ori ginal article did 
not include the stipulation that the 


candidates should not be holders 
of a foreign nationality. 

Article (19) — This article said, 
that any citizen could register him- 
self as a nominee for Parliament in 
one constituency but this was 
amended to stipulate that he could 
only do so in foe constituency 
where he is registered as a voter. 
Article (24) — This article con- 
cerns foe right of foe citizen, 
whose application for nomination 
was refused, to appeal to the court 
against the decision. It was ame- 
nded so that foe administrative 
governor should explain the rej- 
ection of any nomination to die 
applicant. 

Article (25) — This article con- 
cerns foe public diqjlay of foe final 
list of the candidates. It was ame- 
nded to say that the lists should. 
also be published in at least two 
daily newspapers. 

Article (31) — This article con- 
cerns foe division of foe con- 
stituencies but foe amended ver- 
sion added that the new divisions 
will be in effect from the first day 
erf the first election. 

Article (36) — The original article 
stipulated that foe numbers of the 
voters in each election sub-district 

.in the constituencies should not be 
less than 700. It was increased to 
1,000 after the amendment. 
Article (43) — This article con- 
cerns foe balloting process and in- 
foe original draft it stated that foe 
envelopes should be stamped with 


the Interior Ministiy seal while the 
amendment stated that the ballot 
papers themselves should be sta- 
mped with the minisuys seal and 
signed by the chairman of the bal- 
loting supervising committee. The 
amendment cancelled foe usage of 
envelopes for the ballot papers. 
Article (45) *— The original article 
stated that voters should be sup- 
plied with blank white paper for 
balloting. The amended article 
removed this condition since art- 
icle 43 said that this type of paper 
should be replaced by special 
paper ■ stamped with the Interior 
Mmstry seal. 

Article (46), (47) and 48) were 
amended in accordance with the 
amendment of article 43 con- 
cerning the replacement of voting 
envelopes with foe Interior Min- 
istry seal by special ballot papers 
with the Interior Ministry seal. 
Article (49) — This article inc- 
ludes procedures to ensure the fai- 
rness of vote counting. The ame- 
ndment added a provision which 
gives die candidate or his rep- 
resentative foe right to attend foe 
vote counting provided he or his 
representative has written per- 
mission signed by the adm- 
inistrative governor. 

■Article (51), (52) and (53) con- 
cern foe vote counting but they 
were amended in accordance with 
changes to article 43. 

Article (54) — This article was 
totally removed by the legal com- 


mittee . The original text of the art- 
icle stated that if more than one 
paper is found in the marked env- 
elope all of them are considered 
void. The article was removed 
since article 43 cancels the use of 
envelopes which were replaced by 
marked papers.

Al Ra’i: Peace in the Mediterranean 


WE welcome Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev's call for the two 
superpowers to pull out their naval forces from the Mediterranean. 
We also are proud of a decision by the Lower House of Parliament, 
condemning American naval exercises off the Libyan shore and the 
aggression on Libyan territory - By launching an attack on Libya, the 
United States has caused so much damage to its own prestige. The 
American aggression was of course supported by Israel's Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres whose Zionist state is oriented towards com- 
mitting such terrorist actions on the Arabs. The United States which 
has now stopped its exercises off die Libyan shore did that under 
pressure from world public opinion and fearing complications and 
repercussions that might lead to further worsening of international 
relations.

The government responded favourably to amendments introduced 
by the house's legal committee and the deputies displayed res- 
ponsibility for the nation's interest and full cooperation with the 
government in bringing this law into force.

U.S. military challenge to Libya raises questions

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WASHINGTON — Behind the 
dramatic headlines recounting the 
U.S. military challenge to Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi lie two 
■big questions: What was Was- 
hington’s purpose and what has 
the action accomplished? 

For Reagan administration 
spokesmen, the answers are sim- 
ple: Washington sought to assert 
its right to passage in what it cla- 
ims are international waters and 
accomplished this by sending a 
navy force into the Gulf of Sine, 
which Libya claims as its own. 

After Libya fired missiles at the 
force on Monday, the United Sta- 
tes exercised its right to self- 
defence, twice striking a radar site 
and sinking or damaging three or 
four Libyan patrol boats, the 
White House said. 

There is little dispute that the 
Reagan administration has suc- 
ceeded in asserting U.S. nav- 
igation rights in the gulf, as it says 
it has done seven times since 1981. 

But many independent analysts 
are convinced its real goal in cro- 
ssing Qadhaffs "line of death" 
across the mouth of the gulf was

Pinochet indignant but unmoved by external interna I pressure

SANTIAGO — Chilean Pre- 
sident Augusto Pinochet, angry 
over unprecedented U.S. pressure 
and facing a new round of opp- 
osition protests at home, has 
vowed not to alter bis plan to stay- 
in power until at least 1989.

Ex-hostage urges U.S. 
‘new-think’on Mideast

NEW YORK - "Being taken 
hostage was the best thing that 
ever happened to me,” said Moo- 
<rhead Kennedy, one of 52 Ame- 
ricans held in the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran for 444 days in 1979-81. 
"The most creative and fruitful 
period of ray life came as a result 
of captivity." 

Kennedy now is going to the 
American people with a "message 
that he evolved during his long 
incarceration — that the U.S. gov- 
ernment must adopt a new style of 
leadership, one that includes an 
attitude of respect for less pow- 
erful nations. 

Before being captured. Ken- 
nedy spent 20 years to the U.S. 
foreign service. 

He volunteered to go to Iran as 
an economic adviser and was sch- 
eduled to remain there for only a 
couple of months. The critical 
experiences surrounding the emb- 
assy seizure and the Iranian rev- 
olution led to his resignation from 
government. 

Now he runs the Council for 
International Understanding, 
which is geared to the issue of how 
nations get along with each other, 
the causes of war and motivations. 

Voluble and articulate. Ken- 
nedy today spends time studying 
terrorism, the ramifications of 
Third World perceptions of Ame- 
rica, and what be calls the State 
Department's “old -think." 

He thinks it’s time for “new- 
think " 

Kennedy said in an interview 
that the current wave of int- 
ernational terrorism has no target 
against which the United States 
can retaliate, which is why die 
Reagan administration identified 
a certain country as the culprit. 

"That doesn't solve the pro- 
blem of terrorism," he said. 
“There is no way to stamp out ter- 
rorism. except by dealing with 
causes. 

"It doesn't do any good to inc- 
rease airport security; it doesn't' 
deal with the issue." 

Kennedy believes the American 
public is more receptive to his 
message than are Washington's 
leaders. "Hie American people 
are way ahead of their own gov- 
ernment. They’re not locked in." 

Despite such opinions, Ken- 
nedy’s background is inqieccably 
established. Aged 55, he received 
a degree in Oriental studies from 
Princeton University in 1952. He 
studied law., including Isl amic law, 
at Harvard, after serving in the 
U.S. Army. 

After graduation he entered the 
diplomatic service and served in 
Yemen, Greece, Lebanon and 
Chile.' 

He is married and has four sons. 

After his release from Tehran 
captivity, Kennedy resigned from 
the foreign service because he 
knew exactly the route his career 


would take, and he was dis- 
enchanted with the State Dep- 
artment's refusal to deal with what 
he calls ' the new reality.” 

He considers Secretary of State 
George Shultz reflects the old- 
think view that "these people 
(opponents, terrorists) are not 
playing by our rules.” 

Kennedy said it was necessary 
to "get rid of moral outrage, as it 
only gets in the way.” 

Kennedy said, "The worst way 
to respond to terrorism is tin a 
way) to make you feel better and 
make Americans of both sexes 
feel more macho." 

So what is “new -think?” Acc- 
ording to Kennedy. it is: "How do 
we appear to the Third World?" 

He said. "We have assumed 
because of our power that we 
don’t have to exercise power of 
leadership. It's a bit like Cornelius 
Vanderbilt saying: ‘The public be 
damned’."" 

Terroristsfrom the Third World 
were tike judo players who used 
an opponent's superior weight and 
power to knock him off balance. 
"They have found ways to get 
bade at us ” Kennedy said.

It is 
time to make a final choice bet- 
ween dictatorship and dem- 
ocracy," he said. 

Diplomats said, however, that

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Are we doing enough to reduce traffic accidents?

s JORDAN bas . consistently 
ranked high in recent years 
among nations with the highest 
number of. traffic fatalities per 
• capita .Him is an alarming fact, 
but it comes as no surprise to 
■ anyone who drives a car here. 

Last year, statistics showed 
that two persons died every 
- three days in Jordan from 
traffic-related accidents, and 
twenty -six injured every single 
day. Although these figures 
have been with us for quite 
some time , nobody seems to be 
willing or able to seek a serious 
solution to tire problem. 

What is the problem? Policr 
scems to always attribute all 
causes of accidents naively to 
speed. While speed is certainly 
• a part of the problem, iris obv- 
iously not the only one. Bad 
road conditions, the absence 
of proper road signs and poorly 
designed roads are only few of* 
the other problems facing dri- 
vers in Jordan. 

Given all these problems, 
there is one major cause of acc- 


idents in ray mind that I choose 
to talk about today: The lack of 
awareness among citizens, 
law-makers and law-enforcers 
alike. Solving this problem 
would go a long way in red- 
ucing the number of traffic fat- 
alities. 

Among the many short- 
comings of our education sys- 
tem is that we are not yet tau- 
ght how to properly use mac- 
hines. Man-machine int- 
eraction is still a relatively new 
concept in our lives. Our cul- 
ture did not evolve together 
with machmes as did the ind- 
ustrial revolution of Europe. 

Rather, we have suddenly 
started importing a lot of mac- 
hines to serve us. but without 
acquiring the mental mec- 
hanics of dealing with such 
machines. Thus, we still handle 
them with a certain “rou- 
ghness" that does not exist in 
industrialised societies. 

It is a fact that we cannot 
deny. We lack enough edu- 
cation about how to handle 


cars, and how to share driving 
rights with our fellow drivers 
on the road. 

The long-term solution for 
this problem, as it probably is 
for many of chit other pro- 
blems. is education. But we 
cannot wait in this instance for 
this evolutionary solution to 
take care of our high-accident 
rate. Too many lives are at 
stake. 

What we need, then, is a 
short term solution that would 
alleviate some of the problems 
imtfl a more permanent sol- 
ution takes effect. Obviously, 
this is a job for the state. 

In all developing countries, 
the state regularly intervenes 
to accelerate the process of 
change. (Sometimes, of course, 
it sets out to achieve the opp- 
osite!). 

Intervention, unfortunately, 
often amounts either to sto- 
pping at the level of imposing 
penalties without studying 
their effect on influencing the 
behaviour of drivers, or to a set 


of haphazard rules, 
together without a plan, and 
thus coming short of achieving 
the akn they were created for. 
This is where the lack of awa- 
reness by law-makers and enf- 
orcers comes into (day. 

On the law-making level, 
one does not see a consistent 
plan to ensure the construction 
of safer toads, for example. 
The construction of so many 
new highways in recent years 
has rot been coupled with the 
installation erf inexpensive, yet 
effective, road signs that could 
reduce accidents. The 
Am man-airport highway, to 
che a specific (sample, needs 
no more than some pho- 
: rous reflectors placed on 
rails dividing it to make it 
much safer, instead of the exp- 
ensive and unnecessary lig- 
hting project we keep bearing 
about. It is simply inexcusable 
for the Ministry of Public 
Works to approve any new 
rood before it makes sure it is 
equipped with enough signs. 


r-enfoicmg 
there is much to be desired. 
Unfortunately, our police force 
itself is not properly educated 
as to their job. Police men seem 
to get more satisfaction from 
collecting fines from speeding 
drivers than from educating 
these drivers. One never bears 
of instances when a policeman 
actually axles a driver to be 
more careful next rime. AJI he 
seems interested in is collecting 
the money. In other countries, 
speeding drivers are ordered 
by court to attend educational 
courses on speeding hazards. 

Whfle on this subject, the 
radar equipment that our pol- 
ice use must be outdated, for I 
have never seen like it else- 
where. What we need is equ- 
ipment that can be installed in a 
moving patrol car. able to spot 
speeding drivers anywhere on 
the road. As it stands, police 
’ ‘traps’’ are known to every- 
body. and their effectiveness is 
in doubt. 

Another problem is that 


some policemen themselves 
violate traffic laws for no app- 
arent reason other than con- 
venience. Obviously, one can- 
not expect such attitutdes to 
result in a responsible enf- 
orcement of law. 

The need is obviously felt for 
extensive training courses for 
policemen themselves, not 
only (xi how to apply the law. 
but also on what traffic laws are 
designed to achieve, and on 
ways to achieve the set obj- 
ectives. 

When talking about acc- 
idents in Jordan, one naturally 
has to bring up the subject of 
safety belts. Most European 
countries now have safety-belt 
laws. In the US.. 16 states have 
already passed safety-belt 
laws. Studies showed that the 
number of traffic faralitks in 
Michigan dropped 28 per rent 
since the implementation of 
the law. 

Without quoting statistics, 
few people today argue the eff- 
ectiveness of safe tv -be Its in 


reducing casualties. The gov- 
ernment. two yeareago, passed 
a law making it mandatory f° r 
drivers to put on safety-belts, 
only to suddenly repeal it last 
year, without giving any con- 
vincing reasons. 

Not claiming to offer over- 
simplified solutions . I still think 
there is a lot that can be done 
that is still not being done. The 
safety-belt law. installing app- 
ropriate and enough signs, and 
public and police education 
courses are only a few of the 
solutions that can be sought. 
More importantly, a systematic 
plan has to be drawn by those 
involved in various agencies 
such as the traffic department, 
the Ministry of Public Works 
and others, and proper means 
taken to see that it is imp- 
lemented. Otherwise, traffic 
accident rates will continue to 
rise, and we will continue to 
have to contend with the now 
too -familiar sight of a pol- 
iceman on TV blaming the 
whole thing on speeding. 
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Highlights of the new electoral law 
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wiflm a specified period of time. 

■ Thepro viuc ial governors must 
detemune the number of voters in 
each sub constituency and the bal- 
totiog centre and means of rea- 
ching, them with the purpose of 
farifitatiag the voting process. 
Sul^^nihituencies and voting 
centra assigned by the provincial 
governors should be regarded as 
official and valid in any general 
election dr by-election. 

Arid* (37): Any voter has the 
right to protest to the interior min- 
ister atoutasy laws of regulation 
issued by foe provincial governor 
as in artide £36), particularly con- 
cerning his or her own voting cen- 
tre. Protests should be submitted 
within force days after the gov- 
ernor’s decision has been made 
and.the minister shall have to issue 
a dedrion within three days of 
receiving the protest note. The 
mmjster’s deefcion will be final 
and may not be contested before 
courts, 

Article (38): Special committees 
qoggriafrng government emp- 
loyees wfll be inchaige of voting 
..'caw governor 
shaJLappomt the committee pro- 
vided its members are not closely 
. related So the candidates. The 
committee members shall be 
sworn Jn. before, the central ele- 
ction committee to carry out the 
’ tasfcin honesty, integrity and wit- 
hout any bias. The provincial gov- 
ernor will have to appoint sub- 
stitutes m.the case of absence. 
Article (39): Election shall be car- 
ried ont. between - seven in die 
morning until seven in the evening 
but the director of the voting cen- 
tre can extend the time until nine 
in the evening. 

Article (48): Any candidate or his 
representative bias the right to att- 
end five voting procedure in any 
centre but a candidate cannot 
appoint more than one rep- 
resentative in any single voting 
centre. 

Article (41): The head of the vot- 
ing body has the right to prevent 
any attempt or action that could 
impede foe freedom of balloting 
and he or she has the right to ask 
the police to remove any person or 
element that presents an obstacle 
to such freedom. 

Article (42): Heads and members 
of the voting committees and euro* 
loyees taking charge of work ass- 
ociated with them, as well as the 
candidates and their rep- 
resentatives, have the right to cast 
ballots at the centres in which they 
are employed, contrary to the 
provisions of the law which states 
that voters must vote at their own 
centres. A report mentioning the 
names and foe situation should be 
presented. 

Article (43): Voting can only be 
done on cards stamped- with foe- 
interior Ministry logo and clearly 
stamped by the constituency on 
the bade and signed by the head of 
foe voting committee. The com- 
mittee in charge of voting shall 
check all the received cards and 
incase of a shortage, the provincial 
governor will have to supply add- 
itional cards. 

Article (44): The ballot boxes shall 
be of a unified type as approved by 
the interior minister with each box 
provided with three p a d l o cks of 
different types with an opening for 
the ballot cards. Before the beg- 
inning of voting, the bead of foe 
committee in charge of the box 
shall open the box before the aud- 
ience and the candidates to show 
them that itis empty. Each mem- 
ber of .the three- member com- 
mittee wffl have to keep his own 
key to foe box. 

Article (45): Each voting centre 
should provide partitions sep- 
arating voters from one another 
and pencils most be ready for the 
voters, to fill in foe cards. 

Article (44): When voters arrive at 

foe Voting centres to cast thearbal-. 
lots, they must register their 
names and the officials in charge 
mist make sore of their identities 


and their cards and check them 
against their lists. Only after this 
may a voter be given a ballot card. 
The voters should write the names 
of candidates they want to elect 
and then place their card in the 
box. If foe voter is illiterate, be or 
she can ask foe committee to fill 
out foe card for them. 

Article (47): The voting committee 
can settle any case, protest or 
complaint submitted by foe can- 
didates. 

‘Article (48): Following foe ele- 
ction, the committees in charge 
should prepare a statement stating 
foe number of registered voters, 
foe number of voters who turned 
ont to vote, the number of ballot 
cards handed to them and foe env- 
elopes used or wasted. The com- 
mittees must also collect any unu- 
sed envelopes and attach them to 
. foe box fixed with a seal. The 
committees wOI have to hand in 
foe keys and foe lists of voters to 
the mam constituency centres to 
be received by foe central com- 
mittees against official receipts. 
Article (49): Counting of * votes 
shall be conducted under the sup- 
: ervi&ion of a central committee for 
"the constituency which can form 
. sub-committees to help in the pro- 
cedure. Each of foe counting 
committees should be made up of 
judges and senior government 
-• employees. The central com- 
mittee may appoint two derfcs to 
help each counting committee 
count the votes. The head and 
membera of the counting com- 
mittees are to be sworn in before 
the central, committee and must 
pledge to cany out their task with 
complete honesty and integrity. 
Each candidate or his rep- 
resentative has foe right to attend 
foe counting procedures. 

Article (58): The ballot boxes are 
to be opened by the chairman of 
the cotmtmg committee in foe pre- 
sence of the candidates and in the 
event of keys being lost, the cha- 
irman bas foe right to have the 
boxes opened in any other way. 
The committee wfll afterwards 
count the number of cards inside 
foe box and one member of the 
committee will have to call out the 
name and register foe names of 
foe candi d ate s appearing on foe 
card in a loud and clear voice. The 
counted names will have to be reg- 
istered on two separate lists to be 
signed by the committee mem- 
bers. 

Article (51): If committee mem- 
bers find foal the number of ballot 
cards is five per cent less or more 
than the number of registered vot- 
ers who cast their ballots, election 
through that box will be con- 
sidered cancelled and should be 
repeated on the following day. 
Article (52): If a ballot card is 
found to contain more than foe 
specified number of candidates 
names, the extra names at the end 
of the list should be omitted. If foe 
card contains less than foe req- 
uired number of names, only the 
names written cm the card should 
be considered. Names of persons 
not miming for election should be 
deleted and if a candidate’s name 
is repeated on the card, the name 
should be counted once only. 
Article (53): Ballot cards should be 
considered null and void in the fol- 
lowing cases: 

a) — tf the card is not stang>ed with 
the Ministry of Interior’s stamp, 
foe election constituency stamp 
and if it is not signed tty the cha- 
irman of the committee. 

b) — If the writing is illegible. 

c) — If foe card contains sla- 
nderous words. 

The cancelled cards must be bro- 
ught to the attention of the cou- 
nting committees stating foe rea- 
son why they were regarded as 
invalid. 

Article (54): The central election 
committee Ins the task of settling 
any protests and or complaints 
during foe counting procedure. 
Article (55): After foe counting 
has been completed, each com- 
mittee should prepare a two copy 
statementto be signed by the cha- 


irman and two committee mem- 
bers, dearly pointing out foe 
number of registered voters in 
each voting centre, foe number 
who cast ballots, the number of 
votes each candidate obtained and 
foe number of cards used or unu- 
sed as well as foe ballot cards 
which the committee decided not 


to accept. The statement shall be 
attached.to the 1st of the names of 
people who actually voted and all 
should be handed in to foe central 
committee. 

Artide (54): The central com- 
mittee wilt be in charge of making 
a final count of the votes for each 
candidate in each particular con-

Statements shall be 
prepared about the outcome of 
the counting, copies of which shall 
be sent to foe Ministry erf Interior 
to be kept for at feast six months. 
Article (57): Candidates with the 
largest number of votes are to be 
regarded as winners but if foe 
number of votes are equal for any 
single seat the election will have to 
be repeated in accordance with 
instructions by the Interior Min- 
istry, provided tbe second election 
shall be held in not more than 
seven days after the genera) ele- 
ction. 

Artide (58): Tbe results of the 
general election shall be ann- 
ounced by the minister of interior 
as received from the various cen- 
tral com mitte es and within two 
days of foe end of the elections. 
The minis ter will issue each ele- 
cted person a notification of his 
election and the results will be 
published in foe official gazette. 
Artide (59): Each voter has the 
right to contest the election of any 
parliament member in a note to be 
submitted within 15 days of the 
general results being announced. 
Artide (48): Campaigning for foe 
election shall be free but within 
foe law and can be carried out by a 
candidate from foe time of nom- 
ination until tbe day preceding foe 
election day, after which no cam- 
paigning is allowed. Candidates 
are prohibited from holding ele- 
ction meetings at places of wor- 
ship. schools, public buildings and 
building used by government min- 
istries or departments under gov- 
ernment control. 

Artide (61): Candidates may issue 
statements and pamphlets con- 
taining their objectives and sta- 
tements outlining their pro- 
grammes and these publications 
will be exempted from any fees. 
Artide (62): Government ins- 
ignias or logos should not be used 
in statements or pamphlets for foe 
election campaign nor can lou- 
dspeakers be used in campaigning. 
Artide (63): - Pamphlets, sta- 
tements or pictures are not to be 
plastered on walls of buildings but 
municipal and village councils can 
assign certain areas where posters 
can appear provided that they are 
removed after foe election. These 
pamphlets and statements should 
not carry any (Erect or indirect 
slander or defamation of other 
candidates nor should they con- 
tain any instigation against fac- 
tions, communities or minorities 
in the country. 

Artide (64): Government emp- 
loyees or government dep- 
artments are prohibited from 
campaigning for any of the can- 
(tidates. 

Artide (65): Candidates shall not 
offer gifts, donations, financial or 
in kind assistance to any individual 
or organisation directly or through 
a thud party for foe purpose of 
influencing the voting and it is 
prohibited for any person to ask 
for such gifts or donations of any 
kind from the candidates. 

Artide (66): Courts shall imprison 
for at least three months and up to 
a maxim um of one year and imp- 
ose fines no of less than JD 200 
and not exceeding JD 500 or both 
penalties on any person com- 
mitting any at the following: 

a) — Posing or impersonating oth- 
ers in the voting procedures. 

b) — Exercising his or her right in 
voting more than once. 

c) — Carrying firearms or any 
other dangerous weapon that 
might endanger public safety at 
any voting or counting centre for 
foe purpose of infhrencng the 
procedures. 

d) — Storming the voting centres 
to influence the course of ele- 
ctions. 

e) — ■ Influencing the freedom of 
elections or impeding tbe election 
process in any form. 

f) — Tampering with ballot boxes, 
lists of voters or cards, steafing or 
wasting any of them and in such 


cases the person or persons in que- 
stion will be issued foe maximum 
punishment provided for in this 
article. 

g) — Committing a prohibited act 
as provided for in articles 60 thr- 
ough 65. 

Artide (68): Any person or per- 
sons seizing or attempting to seize 
by force any ballot boxes before 
vote counting wfll be sentenced to 
at least eight years and a max- 
imum of 10 years in prison with 
hard labour and will be fined JD 
1 ,000 to JD 5.000. Other persons 
collaborating in foe act in any 
form wfll receive foe same sen- 
tence. 

Artide (69): A penalty of one to 
three years in prison and the pay- 
ment of JD 500 to JD 1,000 or 
both wfll be imposed on any mem- 
ber of foe election committees 
charged with preparing voters lists 
or counting the votes if he or site 
illegally adds to the election fists 
names of ineligible voters or can- 
cells others or if he or she presents 
a false report on the statement for 
nomination. Tbe same penalties 
will be applicable to election off- 
icials who tamper with the dates of 
statements, protest notes sub- 
mitted by the public or any other 
document related to foe election 
or if he or she seizes, conceals, 
forges or destroys any official 
document pertaining, to the ele- 
ction, if he or she starts election 
proceedings or stops them without 
any j ustification or if he or die fails 
to open ballot boxes before an 
audience and the candidates bef- 
ore the election starts to ensure 
that they are empty , or if they read

out false information con- 
tradicting the information actually 
contained in the ballot card, or if 
they do not carry out orders and 
instructions pertaining to the ele- 
ctions. 

Artide (70): Penalties will be imp- 
osed on persons attempting to vio- 
late the provisions of the electoral 1 
law and these penalties will be in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the law. 

Artide (71): Any other violation 
to foe law which is not stated in 
this law is punishable by one to 
three months imprisonment and 
the payment of J D 50 to J D 200 or 
both. 

Artide (72): AII election crimes 
and offences will be dropped aga- 
inst any person or persons after 


foe elapse of six months after the 
announcement of the election res- 
ults. 

. Artide (73): The cabinet has the 
right to issue regulations for foe 
application of the provisions of 
this law. 

Article (74): The interior minister 
has the right to issue instructions 
for foe implementation of foe pro- 
visions of ihe law. 

Article (75): The election law of 
1960 is hereby cancelled except 
for the provisions underwbich foe 
present deputies have been ele- 
cted and until new elections are 
held. 

Artide (76): The prime minister 
and ministers are entrusted with 
implementing this law. 


U.S. seeks to justify attacks on Libya

Libya almost exactly as Was- 
hington announced it was ending 
naval manoeuvres during which 
Libyan and American forces da- 
shed. 

The communique said foe min- 
isters of foe 21 -member Arab 
League vigorously denounced 
UJS. aggression add expressed 
total solidarity with Libya. 

Tbe US. withdrawal from the 
Gulf of Sine came after Was- 
hington turned down a Soviet 
proposal for simultaneous Soviet 
ana US. fleet withdrawal from the 
Mediterranean. The US. said the 
issue of US. manoeuvres in the 
Gulf of Sirte was notan East- West 
issue but an issue of international 
law. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman, commenting on 
a speech by Soviet leader, Mikhail 
Gorbachev in which the Soviet 
leader called for foe withdrawal of 
both US. and Soviet fleets from 
die Mediterranean, said that the 
general secretary's speech “app- 
ears to repackage well-known and 
impractical proposals concerning 
foe Mediterranean, the Middle 
East and other issues.*’ 

For example, be said, the pro- 
posal for the mutual withdrawal of 
US. and Soviet forces from the 
Mediterranean “is a variation on 
an old Soviet theme. It has not 
merited serious consideration in 
tiie past by the United Stales or its 
allies.” He emphasised that it is a 
theme that “in its various inc- 
arnations has been rejected in foe 
pasL" 

US. Secretaty of State George 
Shultz arrived in Rome on Friday 
and went straight into talks with 
Italian leaders expected to be 
dominated by tension in the Med- 
iterranean. 

The scale of the tension was 
evident in the tight security sur- 
rounding his flight from Athens, 
where he ended a three-day visit 
Friday morning. 

He was escorted out of Greek 
airspace tty Mirage fighters of the 
Greek air force, then carrier- 
based US. F-14 Tomcats and an 
A6 bomber accompanied by a 
small tanker for in-flight ref- 
ueling took over through int- 


ernational air space. 

Finally he was escorted to 
Rome by Italian aircraft.

Libyan leader Muamraar Qad- 
hafi has threatened to strike at 
American targets in retaliation for 
foe sinking of at least three Libyan 
patrol boats during dashes with 
foe Sixth Fleet in foe Gulf of Sirte. 

Mr. Shultz also made light of 
suggestions that he was angry with 
foeltalian government of Bettino 
Craxi for criticising (Washington 
for the US. manoeuvres. 

Mr. Shultz also said that alt- 
hough the U S. Navy has called off 
its manoeuvres in the gulf, future 
“challenges” were envisioned. 

Smce earlier this week, when 
US. warships and planes crossed 
the “tine of death" Col. Qadhafi 
announced in the gulf, Mr. Shultz 
has been saying the purpose was 
merely to exercise America's right 
to free navigation in international 
waters. 

His remarks on Friday con- 
veyed the view foe moves were 
part or a broad challenge against 
Col. Qadhafi. 

US. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger has said the U-S. was 
planning further manoeuvres in 
tire Guu of Sirte. 

“We’ll do it again. Whether or 
not any incidents happen or any- 
thing of foe kind.” Mr. Wei- 
nberger said on Thursday, as he 
and President Ronald Reagan 
announced the exercises were 
over. 

Libyan radio responded with 
statements that Libya had scored 
“a glittering victory over the imp- 
erialist invaders.” 

The official news agency JANA 
said that Walk! Junblatt, Leb- 
anon’s militia leader, had offered 
“suicide squads” to help carry out 
Col. Qadbaffs threat of ret- 
aliation . 

"We have conqrleted our exe- 
rcise in the Gulf of Sirte and it was 
in every way a successful ope- 
ration ” Mr. Weinberger said.

Addressing members of the 
Union of Arab Banks (UAB) at a 
symposaim entitled “Arab Ban- 
king in Face of Declining Oil Rev- 
enues." Mr. Abdulla A. Saudi, 
president and chief executive uf 
the Bahrain -based ABC, said: 

“I feel the major Arab banks 
face their 1 urges 1 challenge and 
simultaneously great opp- 
ortunities in forestalling a looming 
Arab debt crisis over the next few 
years." 

He estimated Arab World debt 
at mid-way between 560 billion 
and SI 30 billion, saying the lower 
figure represented a World Bank 
estimate of disbursed Arab debt of 
original maturity exceeding one 
year at the end of 1983. 

The upper estimate of M 30 bil- 
lion b an end- 1984 figure from 
joint data by the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and Dev- 
elopment (OECD) and Bank for 
International Settlement (BTS). 
He said it included most interbank 
and short-term trade- re In ted lia- 
bilities of the Arab World. 

Referring to the share of Arab 
banks’ exposure to total Arab ext- 
ernal debt, be added: "It is pro- 
bably safe to say that Arab banks 
have a maximum medium-term 
hard currency exposure to Arab 
countries of around >125 bil- 
lion." 

Mr. Saudi urged Arab banks to 
ensure that their countries and 
companies maintain as much 
non-Arab financing as possible 
rather than succumbing to pre- 
ssure to step in and lend more to 
Arab countries themselves. 


"There will undoubtedly be 
pressure in the current climate of 
lack of confidence in the Arab 
World for Arab banks to step in 
and lend more to Arab countries 
to allow debtors to pay hack other 
creditors and to cover additional 
financing gaps that emerge."

KLM raises 
$3 00m for 
growth plans 

AMSTERDAM ( R) — The Net- 
herlands’ national airline KLM 
said Thursday it had raised 775 
mflfion guilders (S3O0 million) to 
finance expansion plans by issuing 
15 million new shares. 

KLM announced the issue last 
month to raise funds to renew its 
60-plane fleet and add capacity' to 
keep pace with a growing market. 
Orders have already been placed 
for 21 new planes. 

. The sale, which included three 
million shares held By the state, 
means that the Dutch government 
has lost its majority stake in the 
national carrier for the first time in 
67 years.

Collective .Arab policies is a 
possible way out 

Dr. Mohammad Mahmoud Imam, 
vice president of the Arab Mon- 
etary Fund, told the seminar that a 
possible way out the situation cre- 
ated by falling oil revenues was to 
pursue’ "collective'' Arab policies 
aimed at achieving long-term int- 
egrated development of the Arab 
region - 

He warned that the reduction in 
oil revenues would have a pro- 
gressively negative effect on Arab 
oil producing countries in par- 
ticular and the region in general. 

He called for a~" rejuvenation" 
of Arab financial institutions, eit- 
her through a replenishment of 
their resources or by creating 
opportunities for fresh revenue 
flews. 

Dr. Imam gave a detailed bre- 
akdown of Arab aid to developing 
countries since 1971. including 
those in the Arab region. He said 
during the period 1971-82. Arab 
states^ received 519.2 bflfion in 
development loans, representing 
about 20.7 per cent of total dev- 
elopment assistance — or S98.4 
billion — extended by Arab states. 

He said .Arab states had also 
received 59_35 biLGon in technical 
assistance, which amounted to 
more than 22 per cent of the total 
assistance extended by Arab cou- 
ntries to the Third World. 

Dr. Imam said, taken together. 
Arab countries had received 
$98.4 billion — 14.9 per cent of 
total assistance extended to dev- 
eloping countries between 1971 
and 1982. If Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) aid was taken out of this 
figure, Arab countries could be 
said to have been given 5623 bil- 


lion. or 9.5 per cent, of total ass- 
istance received by developing 
countries. 

He said oil was not the only fac- 
tor which influenced economic life 
in the Arab World. The impact of 
exchange rate fluctuations, high 
inflation rates and the worsening 
debt situation in the Third World 
also took their toll. 

Austrian Foreign Minister Leo- 
pold Gratz. who opened the mee- 
ting. said Austria felt gravely con- 
cerned over the negative impact 
any decrease in export revenue 
might have on the social fabric and 
political stability in the Arab reg- 
ion.

But the IMPs Interim Com- 
mittee has indicated there could 
be some exceptions to this enl- 
arged access policy, without laying 
down any firm rules or guidelines.

Japan has backed the Baker 
debt proposals, which call for mul- 
tilateral organisations and com- 
mercial banks to extend nearly 
$50 billion to the Third World’s 
15 biggest debtors over the next 
three years. 

But Japanese officials dis- 
counted press reports that Tokyo 
was being pressured to provide a 
greater proportion of this money 
than it has extended to those deb- 
tors in the past. 

While Japanese industry will 
benefit greatly flora the collapse 
in oil and commodity prices, the 
government would have to inc- 
rease corporate taxes if it wanted 
to siphon off profits from the 
domestic private sector to debtors 
abroad, thev said. 


Indonesia says OPEC studying 
options for production cuts 


JAKARTA ( R; — Org anisatio n 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) members are studying 
Indonesian proposals for pro- 
duction cuts of ehher 12.1 or 14 
per cent to prop up world ofl pri- 
ces, Energy Minister Subroto said 
Thursday. 

Hie told reporters the nine-day 
OPEC ministerial conference, 
which broke off on Monday with 
no agreement among foe 13 
members on how to cut output, 
was m fecess so that the minis ters 
could consult their governments. 

The ministers wfll reconvene in 
Geneva on April 15 to give their 
verdict on his proposals for pro- 
duction cuts, he said. 

Dr. Subroto said Indonesia's 
first proposal was for a cut of 1 2.1 
percent by each country. The sec- 
ond would cut production by 14 
per cent but be did not detail bow 
the cuts would be shared among 
members of OPEC. 

He said OPEC had agreed to 
aim for a gradual return to foe 
previous price of S28 a barrel by 
cutting production. But he did not 
say when he believed this could be 
achieved. 

The meeting also agreed that 
OPEC s production ceding for the 


second quarter of this year should 
be set at between 14 and 14.5 mil- 
lion barrels per day. he said. 

Price drop seen negative 
In Latin America 

Meanwhile, a senior UJ4. eco- 
nomic official said Thursday in 
Santiago that the overall effect of 
the oil price fall on Latin America 
is negative and doubles the amo- 
unt of fresh capital needed to’res- 
tore per capita output to ] 980 lev- 
els by 1990. 

Mr. Norberto Gonzalez, exe- 
cutive secretary of foe UJ4. Eco- 
nomic Commission for Latin 
America and the Caribbean (Cop- 
al). told a npvs' conference foe 
price drop would favour some oil 
importers in the region. 

But he said CepaT s calculations, 
before the ofl price drop, showed 
that to recover 1980 per capita 
output by 1990. the region would 
need S20 biltion in fresh capital. 
Assuming ofl prices of S17 a bar- 
rel, that amount rises 10 S40 bil- 
lion. be said. 

He said falls in interest rates or 
price rises for Latin America’s 
exports would cut that figure. 

He did uot say if the Cepal cal- 
culations took into account inc- 


reased demand from developed 
countries thanks to the beneficial 
effects of lower energy costs on 
their economies. 

Referring to the problems 
posed by Latin America’s $368 
billion debt. Mr. Gonzalez said 
these would solve themselves if 
industrial economies grew by 
more than four per cent a year, but 
he said forecasts put likely growth 
no higher than three per cent. 

As a result, he said, a political 
dialogue was needed between 
debtors and creditors, taking into 
account financial and political fac- 
tors .

On the other hand, Poland rev- 
ealed Thursday that it took adv- 
antage of foe recent slump in 
world oil prices to almost double 
its purchases on the open market 
this year.

Nicaragua calls Senate vote immoral 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. Senate has app- 
roved President Reagan’s request for SlOO million in 
aid for Nicaraguan rebels but by a margin far short 
of that sought by Republican leaders. 


With Thursday night's 53 to 47 
' win for Mr. Reagan in the 
Republican-controlled Senate, 
'debate shifts back to the 
Democratk-led House, which last 
week rejected the plan by 12 
votes. It takes the issue up again 
cm April 15. 

Mr. Reagan, who is spending 
Easter in Santa Barbara. CaT 
ifomia, said be was pleased by the 
Senate vote. 

“The Senate's action is sure to 
send a profoundly reassuring sig- 
nal to those fi ghring for freedom in 
Nicaragua and to Nicaragua's thr- 
eatened neighbours ” Mr. Reagan 
said. 

In Managua, Nicaragua's left- 
wing government branded the 
vote immoral. 

“Nothing good will come out of 
the North American Congress. 
We must prepare ourselves," said 
a broadcast on the government's 
Voz De Nicaragua radio. 

“Why is a country discussing 
whether to give aid to forces to 
attak a sovereign country with a 
legitimately constituted gov- 
ernment like Nicaragua? the radio 
asked. 

Congress is expected in the end 
to back a plan that will revive mil- 
itary aid to the rebels after a two- 
year gap. 

However, the Senate vote may 
spur opponents to dig in against 


Mr. Reagan's support for the 
so-called Contra rebels, ensuring 
a bitter and protracted struggle in 
Congress, congressional analysts 
said. 

Democratic Sen. James Sasser 
of Tennessee, a leading critic of 
Mr. Reagan's proposal, said the 
Senate vote “was so dose you 
cannot cal lit a victoiy for the adm- 
inistration policy here in the body 
that his party controls." 

Republican Richard Lugar of 
Indiana, who chairs the Senate 
Foreign Reala bo ns Committee, 
acknowledged he would have 
liked to have a larger vote. “We 
wo iked hard to get that to occur 
he said. 

Mr. Reagan made the issue a 
major test of his second term and 
invested enormous personal and 
political capital in winning, law- 
makers said. 

After resisting compromise 
with the House. Mr. Reagan agr- 
eed to some changes in the 
Republican-sponsored Senate bill 
that won support from moderates 
in both parties. 

But the changes imposed no 
major curbs on ms use of the $70 
million in military aid and 530 mil- 
lion in aid for non-Iethai goods. 

Sen. Sasser said the Senate act- 
ion “takes us one more step fur- 
ther down the slippery slope to the 
commitment of U.S. forces in 


Central America.’' 

The package approved by the 
Senate would immediately give 
the rebels S25 million. 

In an effort to appease critics, it 
specifies that no funds be spent on 
offensive weapons until after July 
1 so calks can be pursued on a 
political solution to the conflict. 

After July 1 , the Contras would 
get the rest of the money over 18 
months. 

Republicans picked up some 
support by requiring that the reb- 
els try harder to unite and that aid 
go only to those committed to 
democracy and a peaceful sol- 
ution . No aid would be allowed for 
rebels who commit human-rights 
violations or smuggle drugs. 

During debate, the Senate def- 
eated 67 to 33 Democratic move 
to deny military aid to Nicaraguan 
rebels while Mr. Reagan con- 
ducted mandatory peace talks 
with the SanHinktns . 

Nicaragua said Thursday at 
least 390 troops and rebels have 
been killed in two weeks of raids 
on rebel bases which destroyed 
several camps and a rebel hel- 
icopter. 

The Defence Ministry said 350 
so-called Contra rebels were kil- 
led and a. out 250 wounded in att- 
acks since March 15 on t raining 
camps in what it called northern 
“border territories.''

Osaka police HQ hit by 
homemade rockets 


OSAKA. Japan (Rj — Home- 
made rockets hit Osaka police 
headquarters Friday in what pol- 
ice suspected was the second att- 
ack this week by leftist guerrillas. 

Witnesses said three missiles 
burst from the boot of a parked car 
and hurtled towards the hea- 
dquarters in the central Japan city. 
Two landed on the roof and one in 
the courtyard. 

Police said there were no cas- 
ualties or damage. 

The attack was similar to a 
twin -assault mounted in Tokyo on 
Tuesday when homemade rocket 
bombs were fired at the United 
States embassy and the palace of 
Emperor Hirohito. 

The missiles also sprang out of 
parked cars in that attack and cau- 
sed no casualties. 

Police suspected leftwing rad- 
icals who have sworn to disrupt 
the summit of seven industrial nat- 
ions due to be held in Tokyo at the 
b< 3 pnning of May. 

Radicals have also threatened 
actson- against celebrations on' 
April 29 of Hirohito’s 60 years on 
the throne. 

A witness to the Osaka attack 
told reporters: 

“There was a loud bang. People 


dashed out into the street and saw’ 
the lid of the boot flung up and 
smoke pouring out." 

Police said the missiles were 
metal canisters 60 centimetres 
long and four centimetres thick. 
They travelled about 150 metres. 

Prime suspects in the Tokyo 
bombings were members of the 
ultra-leftist Chukaku-Ha which 
has publicly vowed to “blow to 
pieces" the summit and the royal 
celebrations. 

Chukaku-Ha is the biggest of 
several radical groups which split 
off from the Japan Communist 
Party in recent years because of 
impatience with the party's non- 
violent policies. 

The group demonstrated its 
planning skills last November with 
a highly -organised strike on rail 
communications across Japan. 
This tied up a large pan of the rail 
network for most of the day. 

A smaller leftwing splinter 
group called Senki — battle flag — 
was also under suspicion. 

Senki, too, bas threatened act- 
ion against the summit and has 
used rocket bombs in the past. Pol- 
ice raided its offices near Tokyo 
Thursday.

When you first learn how to 
finesse. it seems as if you are 
creating tricks out of thin air. The 
more difficult task is to realize that 
you should take i finesse only if 
there is no other reasonable play 
available. 

North-South used a straightfor- 
ward auction to reach their opti- 
mum contract oE tour hearts. North 
showed his power with a cue-bid of 
the enemy suit, but South could do 
do more than make a minimum 


rebid in hearts. 

West led the top of his spade se- 
quence and, when dummy came 
down, declarer saw that he had no 
way to avoid losing one diamond 
trick and two clubs. The (ate o£ his 
contract, therefore, hinged on his 
not losing a trick to the queen of 
trumps. 

One way is to guess which de- 
fender holds the queen and finesse 
him for it. A slightly more scientific 
method is to presume that, since 
West is marked with long spades, 
he is less likely to have heart 
length. Therefore, finesse East for 
the queen of trumps- Thai would 
not be a conspicuous success on this 
deal. 

The correct way is to claim the 
contract if West has two diamonds 
and a club! Win the ace of spades 
and ruff a spade. Cross successively 
to the ace and king of diamonds and 
ruff two more spades, then cash the 
ace of clubs. Now simply exit with a 
minor-suit card. 

The defenders can take their 
three trieks in the minor suits. That 
reduces the hand to three cards 
each. You have three trumps to the. 
king on the table and the A-J-I0 in' 
your hand. No matter which 
defender has the lead, you must 
make the last three tricks! II you 
can’t visualize the end position, lay 
out the hand and try it for yourself.

Sabah peace pact may be signed today 


KUALA LUMPUR (R) — 
Sabah's feuding Muslim and Chr- 
istian politicians are likely to sign 
an agreemen t Saturday to end two 
weeks of strife in the East Mal- 
aysian state.

MONROVIA. Liberia (AP) — 
Liberia's President, Maj.-Gen. 
Samuel Doe .has invited leaders of 
the three legal opposition parties 
to meet with him to seek ‘ 'national 
reconciliation’' while tensions 
re mam high after student riots and 
the banning of an opposition rally 
last week. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Patrick E. Kugmeh said Thursday 
night the invitation was aimed at 


“national reconciliation” fol- 
l owing elections last Oct. 15 that 
opposition parties say Doe’s rul- 
ing National Democratic Party 
rigged . and after an abortive coup 
attempt last Nov. 12. 

It was not immediately known if 
Gabriel Kpolleh of foe Liberia 
Unification Party, Edward Kes- 
seley of the Unity Party and Jac- 
kson Doe of the Liberia Action 
Party would accept the invitation. 


Jackson Doe is not related to the 
president. 

Kugmeh said President Doe 
invited the opposition leaders to 
accompany him, to a spot about 
190 kilometres from Monrovia " 
the capital of this impoverished 
West African nation, for the pro- 
posed meeting. Doe’s proposal for 
a meeting was first announced by 
Liberia's state radio service on 
Wednesday night. 


Bangladesh students leave college after election violence 


CHITTAGONG. Bangladesh (R) 
— Hundreds of students left Chi- 
ttagong Medical College Friday 
after authorities shut it ind- 
efinitely following clashes over 
proposed Bangladesh elections. 

College officials said nearly 30 
students were hurt Thursday when 
students supporting and oppos ing 
May 7 parliamentary polls fought 
with revolvers, explosives and 
clubs. 

Police were called in to prevent 
further violence and move out 
students safely. The college and 
nearby areas were still tense, pol- 
ice said. 

Fi ghting broke out at the col- 
lege shortly after at least eight 
people were injured by a bomb 
blast at a rally of the opposition 
Bangladesh Nationalist Party 
(BNP), which has refused to con- 
test the elections. 

Police said the bonfo was pro- 
bably planted by “groups cam- 
paigning in favour of the par- 
liamentary elections" They gave 


no details. 

The BNP says it will take part in 
the election only if military ruler 
Hossain Mohammad Ershad ends 
martial law and hands power to a 
caretaker government to ensure a 
fair vote. 

Meanwhile, peace hopes for 
Bangladesh's 12-year-old tribal 
insurgency faded this week when 
rebels urged the government to 
evacuate immigrants or risk 
large-scale retaliation, local off- 
icials said Friday. 

They said a four-page leaflet 
distributed by the People’s Sol- 
idarity Committee, political wing 
of the mam guerrilla group S han ti 
Bahmi (peace Crete), accused the 
government of trying to turn tri- 
besmen into a minority. 

Nearly 200,000 peoole have 
been settled in the Chittagong Hill. 
Tracts district under a government 
plan to ease over-crowding cm the 
plains. 

The rebels also accused the 
government of trying to destroy 


their culture and of violating 
Human rights in the region, which 
borders India and Burma. 

Officials rejected the acc- 
usations, saying the government 
was instead trying to bring eco- 
nomic development and mod- 
ernisation to a mostly-backward 
tribal people. 

Shanti Bahmi took op arms in 
early 1970s de manding autonomy 
for the 134)00 square kilometres 
district. More than 6,000 rebels 
and troops have been killed since 
the insurgency began. 

The tribal camp aign suffered 
setback when more than 32300 
rebels surrendered under an 
18- month amnesty offered by 
Gen. Ershad, which ended last 
ApriL 

Military commanders neg- 
otiating peace with the guerrillas 
said early this month they hoped 
the remaming 3,000 rebels would 
lay down their arms soon. 

But Shanti Bahini said tire reb- 
els would not be confused by gov- 


ernment propaganda and rep- 
orted fresh recruitment of more 
than 1,000 young tribesmen thk 
month. 

Nearly 200 settlers were killed 
and about 1,000 wounded in Julv, 
1984, when guerrillas attacked the 
first wave of immigran Is under the 
government plan.
